County seeks restructuring answers

Members of .Hastings 
County Council took the 
opportunity to question lo- 
cal MPPs as weil as a Min- 
istry of Municipal Affairs 
staff member on restructur- 
ing, last Thursday, in 
Belleville. 

The popular question 
centred on whether the pro- 
vincial government would 
force municipalities to 
amalgamate if they didn’t 
initiate the process them- 
selves. The answer was 
“no” from MPPs Harry 
Danford (Hastings-Peter- 
borough) and Doug Rollins 
(Quinte), as well as Warren 
Sleeth of the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs. 


Danford stated that if the 
municipalities study the is- 
sue Of amalgamation and 
can show there is no sav- 
ings then the provincial gov- 
ernment will accept that. 


Sleeth said that as long 
as the municipalities can 
continue-to provide an ac- 
ceptable level of service to 
its ratepayers at a price they 


Caf accept, taking into ac- 
count the next wave of pro- 
vincial transfer payment 
Cuts, then that is acceptable

to the ministry. Eee: 

Sleeth took the opportu- 
nity to discuss the restruc- 
turing and amalgamation 
projects under way in 
neighboring municipalities. 


In the counties of 
Prescott and Russell a pro- 
posal has been put forth to 
create four lower tier mu- 
nicipalities, made up of 
groups of two, three and 
four municipalities, that will 
include 28 local politicians 
and one county council. 
Currently, there are | 8 lower 
tier municipalities with 67 
local politicians and one 
county council. The savings 
is estimated at $750,000 per 
group of municipalities. 
Five municipalities did not 
participate in amalgamation 
talks and now two are ask- 
ing for a commission. The 
proposal was approved by 
local municipalities and 
county council, and was to 
be approved by thesminis- 
try last week. 


- In Stormont, Dundas and 
Glengarry a county pro- 
posathas called for six lower 
tiers made up of groups of 
three, four and five munici- 
palities with approximately” 
36 local politicians and one 
county council with 12 poli-’ 


ticians. Currently, there are 
20 lower tier municipalities 
with 110 politicians. The 
savings from amalgamation 
is estimated at $750,000 per 
group of municipalities, per 
year; and at the county level 
$100,000 per year. 

The deadline for imple- 
menting amalgamation af- 
ter Jan. 1, 1997 but before 
the next municipal election 
will be June Ist, which is 


the date a proposal must be 
sent into the minister. The 
‘deadline for any amualga- 
mation after the next clec- 
tion, but basing election on 
amalgamation has not been 
set, Sleeth said. 

Sleeth urged county 
council members to contact 
neighboring municipalities 
that are currently in amal- 
gamation processes for in- 
put and information.

Madoc Township Reeve Gerald Reid was elected as 
Hastings County Warden for the coming year and will face 
continued restructuring talks and additional provincial 
transfer payment cuts, 

The election for the new Hastings County Warden took 
place at the County. building last Wednesday afternoon 

Reid replaces Deseronto Reeve Tim Enright. 

The Warden's declaration of office and oath of alle 
gtance were performed by Judge John O'Flynn. Follow 
ing the declaration and oath, County Administrator Bill 
Bouma helped Reid on with his gown and chain of office, 
and then escorted him to the Warden's chair. The Past 


Warden and Reid exchanged gavels Pa 


The invocation was pertormed by Limerick Ti wnsht 
Reeve Clive Wilson, who described Reid as a selftéss 
person for taking on the position in the face of amalgama- 
tion and provincial cuts, 

In his address, Reid stated he accepted the Warden 
position with “great pride and humility’. He described his 
coming termeas a “challenging vear” with continuing 
restructuning'talks and cutbacks. Following the ceremony 
Reid said he wanted to get 9-1-1 off the books because it 
has dragged on. The 9-1-1 system is scheduled to be 
implemented by 1998. 

Picton Deputy-Reeve Richard Evans brought greetings 
from Prince Edward County, he stated that the County 
would elect its last Warden last Thursday, as the munici- 
palities amalgamate into one, in an effort to save $1.8 
million. Evans said he hopes that Hastings and Pririce 
Edward Counties can maintain their cordial relationship 
through the upcoming growing pains. 

Belleville Mayor Ross McDougall brought greetings 
from the city and stated the relationship between the city 
and county goes back a long way and he hoped the 
openness between the two will continue as restructuring 
talks go on.

100 years ago ‘and alas. | 
suspect they will be dehated 
100 years from now 

By 1896 the province 
was coming out of a pro- 
tracted recession, but Coun- 
cjl was optimistic arid gen- 
erous in its resolutions. The 
new Warden was from Lim- 
erick. Warden Peter Perry 
Clark had been one of the 
founders of St. Ola and 
practically owned the place. 
He had built the old wooden 
dam and owned a mill, a 
chair factory, a general store 
and the post office. He 
served as Reeve of Limer- 
ick for the sum of S11 a 
hon Although he had first 

en elected to municipal 
office at the age of 19, ithad 
taken him 40 years to be- 
conie Warden. - 

As was the practice, 
Councillors travelled by 
train, by carnage and on 
horseback to attend the five 
day sessions of County 
Council. Each session 
started on a Tuesday. Those 
from the north were allowed 
to leave on Friday, a day 
early. and still got their Sat- 
urday honorarium to allow 
for travel ime, 

One of the first orders of 
business was to set the

budget for 1896. A grand 
total of $48,406.60 would 
be needed to run County 
services. At that time 
County responsibilities in- 
cluded schools, the local 
courts and the jail, as well 
as most of the services we 
still provide. 

Of the total budget: The 
Admunistration of Justice 
cost $9,000, schools cost 
$7,200, gravel roads cost 
$10,000, other roads cost 
$6,000, the salanes for all 
County employees 
$3,110...and in proper un- 


derstanding of their own 


worth, the Warden and 
Councillors set aside $3,000 
for themselves -- only $110 
less than all the employees 
got altogether. 
Contributions to the 
County levy’ range from 
$8,349.34 for poor old 
Sidney to $72.65 for Mayo.

vested there by Canadian 
Consolidated Gold Co. 
Cheese factOries were 
sprouting up everywhere. 
even as far north as Bangor, 
Wicklow and McLure. 
Hastings was and is the 
second largest County in 
Ontario and the second fur- 
thest from end to end. As 


- the north land got settled, 


new municipalities were 
created. Separations, not 
amalgamations, were the 
order of the day. Tweed 

separated from Hungerford 
in 1891, Carlow from May 
in 1890. Before 1880 Tu- 
dor, Cashel, Limerick and 
Wollaston were united. It 
seemed that if you got over 
the 100 population figure, 
you were allowed to set up 
government. 

Although County Coun- 
cil served less municipali- 
ties there were more Coun- 
cillors -- 39 in all. Sidney 
represented by the Reeve, 
by the Deputy-Reeve, by 
the second Deputy-Reeve 
and by the third Deputy- 
Reeve. All probably voting 
against one another. 

Madoc Township had 
three representatives but 
they didn’t have the War- 
den like they do now. 
Throughout. the 1890's, 
Madoc was battling 
Belleville to become the 
seat of County Government. 
Things got so intense that 
the North Hastings Review 
reported tongue-in-cheek 
that “35 men and women 
are now confined to 
Belleville jail and the re- 
mainder of the community 
will be received as fast as 
accommodations will per- 
mut.” 

As always. Council en- 
joyed an overabundance of 
free advice fromothers. The 
Prisoner's Aid Society told 
them to set up “farm colo- 
nies” for the care and possi- 
ble cure of perpetual drunk- 
ards and petty criminals. 
The local Grand Jury rec- 
ommended a “modern sys- 
tem of heat for the jails.” 
Council didn’t do that but 
they tendered out the sup- 
ply of bread for inmates and 
accepted a quote of eight 
cents a loaf for four pound 
loaves, 

Although the Council- 
lors knew how to penny 
pinch in business matters, 
they were always generous 
in their concern for the un- 
fortunate. They were so

Just like us the 1896 
Council wanted to get things 
finished before adjust- 
ments. One hundred years 
ago Council ended the year 
discussing what we would 
mistakenly think was a 
modern issue -- municipal 
restructuring. They pre- 
pared a memorandum to the 
Ontario Government setting 
out their objections to the 
new County Councils Act, 
1896. And that year on Dec. 
11, 1896 they resolved to 
strike a committee to meet 
with a committee of City 
Council and asked for a 
meeting that very night. 
They obviously felt the is- 
sues would have to be set- 
tled quickly, and once-and- 
for-all.

New Strategies 


Dr. lan Turnbull of Van- 
couver briefed us with the 
vary latest strategies to deal 
with Parkinson's, in particu- 
lar, the tremor. He told us 
that in Parkinson, the mojor 
activity in our brain gets 
speeded up and becomes 
excessively active. Hedrew 
an analogy with the city of 
Vancouver if the traffic is 
going’ too fast, we set up a 
control system to slow it 
down 

It's the same with 
Parkinson's. We now havea 
device which can balance 
the brain’s motoractivity. It 
doesn't treat the slowness, 
but it does treat the dreaded 
tremor and dyskinesia. 

In 1992, the miraculous 
breakthrough occurred. In 
Sweden, dedicated research 
ers had pioneered this strat 
egy. Involved isatwoanda 
half hour operation. A tre 
mendous tremor improve- 
ment happened. This can 
vary with the patient. Pa 
tients are elated toeven have 
their tremor moderately con- 
trolled. Posture, balance and 
walking are also seem to 
improve. Dyskinesiain some 
people, is very severe, right 
from the. first dose of 
dopamine. By the way, 
dyskinesia is the medical 
term for involuntary move- 
ments, squirmy motions. 

Likeany surgery, there is 
a five percent risk. In this 
case, an electrode is im- 
planted at the vital spot in 
the brain, controlling motor 
acuivity. Wires are threaded 
through the anatomy of the 
chest, where a device like a

Each of these 
actions’ supports* and pro- 
motes the credibility, lon- 
gevity and sustainability of 
our trails.

A local MPP has said the 
provincial government must 
lead by example and the 
result of this has been the 
passape of a bill to reduce 
the number of provincial 
members by 27 

Hastings-Peterborough 
MPP Harry Dantford said 
the provincial government 
had to look within as well 
alter asking municipalities 
{O anialpamate 

Bill 81, the Fewer Politi 
cians Act, was passed into 
law late, a week apo last 
Wednesday night. at 
Queen's Park by a vote of 
59-28. Under the Bill the 
provincial boundaries will 
murror the 103 new federal 
ridings, with each Ontario 
MPP serving about 100,000 
people. The Bill reduces the 
number of MPPs from 130 
to 103, in urne for the next 
provincial election, ex- 
pected in 1999. 

The reduction of MPPs 
was promused by Premier 
Mike Harris during the last 


ag fewer provincial ridings 


election campaign, so 
Danford said it was no sur 
prise when the Bill was in 
troduced ~and passed 
Dantord added that the re 
duction of MPPs will save 
the taxpayers STP million 

Under the new bounda 
rics. the Hasunes-Peterbor 
ough ruling will be swal 
lewed up by three larger 
ridings, with the Hastines 
section gomy into Hastings 
Frontenac-Lenanos -and 
Addington nding and the 
Peterborough section being 
split into two different 
ridings im the area. The 
Hastings-Frontenac 
Lennox and Addington will 
contain less geographical 
area than the presept Hast 
ings-Peterborough riding, 
Danford said. 

On the subject of jess 
rural pepresentation in pro- 
vincial parliament, Danford 
said the reduction of ridings 
will effect both rural and 
urban areas. He also said 
that even though there will 
be less members from rural

Now, mat — the point 
where you are on your horse 
for the first time and per- 
haps watching life pass be 
fore your eyes. Have you 
noticed how everything 
seems to happen in slow 
motion when your body re- 
alizes itis going to expen- 
ence a great deal of pain in 
a tew seconds? 

Is hike it’s trying to post 
pone the inevitable. Not fo 
fear; lam, hopefully, going 
to explain a few things to 
you m an attempt to build

You must understand 
that when anyone, includ- 
ing yourself, mounts a 
horse, you are being judged, 
read and assessed.

Confident horse: When 
get on, you had better 
be feeling the same way. If 
you mount and have any 
form ol uncertaimty in your 
body. this wall affect your

Next, your hands will be 
unsure Of themselves, and, 
indirectly, they are attached 
to your horse’s mouth. This 
shght “quiver” 
control willbe yur horse's 
cue to have a lotof fun with 
you.

| think [ have proven that 
you had better feel good 
about yourself, your horse 
and the moment before pre- 
tending any further. 

I like to explain the an- 
swer to people like this 


First, what are you afraid 
of? It can't be falling off. 
because if it was, you 
wouldn't be nding in the 
first place. H is common 
knowledge 1f you nde, you 
are going to fall off at some 
pom. 


It can’t be that you are 
afraid of your horse. If you 
have followed my program, 
you have just spent endless 


hours/days/weeks/ with this 
horse, making him your best 
fnend. 

Perhaps you are afraid 
he. won't stop. Hopefully, 
you are in the enclosed area 
I told you to mount in for the 
first ume, and your horse 
can only run so fast for so 
long.

landfill site selection process

Madoc Villape Council 
has decided to follow the 
lead of two other area coun- 


cils, and not fill a vacant. 


seat on council, until the 
next municipal election next 
year. 

Council made the deci- 
sion following the discus- 
sion of amemo provided by 
Clerk-Treasurer Doug 
Parks. Both the Huntingdon 
Township and Tweed Vil- 
lage recently had council 
seats become vacant with 
the resignation of Council- 
lor Dorothy Ellis and the 
passing of Reeve Dr. Gib 
Allen. Both councils de- 
cided not to fill the posi- 
tions for the remainder of 
the term. Stirling Village 
had a similar vacancy oc- 
cur earlier this year, and 
council appointed a new 
member to fill the seat. 


The memo stated that the 
procedures under the Mu- 
nicipal Act, under Section 
43, it states “where the seat 
of a-member of a council 
becomes vacant under sec- 
tion 39, the council shall 
forthwith declare the seat to 
be vacant. Then in Section 
45 (1) it states “...the-coun- 
_ cil at a meeting called for 
that purpose shall appoint a

person who has consented 
toaceept the office...” Parks 
went on toexplain to coun 
cul that these two secuions 
scem to contradict them- 
selves, with one using the 
word “forthwith” implying 
immediacy, whereas the 
appointment of a replace- 
ment indicates that the ac- 
tion of filling the vacancy 
has to occur, without stat- 
ing a time frame. 
Huntingdon Township 
also recognized the discrep- 
ancy between the two sec- 
tions and Township Clerk 
Bonnie Jones placed the is- 
sue before the Legal Branch 
of the Ministry of Munici- 
pal Affairs in Toronto. The 
reply from the Ministry 
stated that the Municipal 
Actin fact does not indicate 
a time period to replace, 
therefore a municipality 
could leave the position 
open by not rushing in to 
make the replacement, 
Parks said in his memo. He 
concluded by informing 
council that both

winter feeding 


Being so close to Christ- 
mas now, | am afraid | have 
come to the realization that 
winter is definitely here and 
the snow ts only a “throw” 
away. 

Feeding time isn't much 
fun anymore, since | can 
only think about getting 
back into the house. How- 
ever, 1 thought I might share 
a thought with you about 
wintering your horse and 
feeding indoors. 

A few years ago. | was 
talking to one of my re- 
spected “horse friends ‘and 
was telling her that | felt 
badly that | didn’t have an 
expensive barn with snaz5 
stalls to keep my horses in. 
| mentioned how nice it 
would be to be able to feed 
them indoors, in cute little 
hay feeders, so they didn’t 
have to bend over all the 


time. 
Well, 'm glad | men- 
tioned it, because Donna 


brought something to my 
attention that | am sure has 
saved me undetermined 
amounts of money over the 
past few years. Thanks, 
Donna. 

First, horses were meant 
to eat off the ground; thus, 
the long neck ‘which is just 
the right size for reaching 
and eating grass. Secondly, 
horses were meant to be 
outside; thus, the thick win- 
ter coats and intelligence to 
go into the trees to avoid a 
wind storm. 

So, when we take. our 
horses out of their environ- 
ment and into cosy warm 
barns, are we doing it for 
their benefit or our. own? 
I’m not saying there is any- 
thing wrong with putting 
your horse in the barn on a 
cold night, and some may 
even like it, but. keen read- 
ing and make up your own 


mind. 
Assuming your hofse 
knows better than vou do 


when it is hot or cold, and 
assuming you have a.three 
or three-and-a-half sided 
shelter available atall times, 
he will probably spend the 
majority of his ume out- 
side 

When vou put his feed 
on the ground outside, you 
will notice that he takes a 
few bites. lift. aio h ad 
chew, and then outs id 
down tor more.
